Daughters of Washington, an out- 
and-out A. P. A. organization, the 
members of whioli on at l(a.-.t two 
occasions In New York City liavc ad- 
mitted their principal aim i.s to de- 
feat Catholics tor public ofllce. The 
Indignation of Catholics, acquainted 
only slightly with the tmrm and 
extent of the propaganda carried on 
by the organisation, har. found ex- 
pression among some members of 
the Legislature, who declare the 
"Sons," as it is termed tor Short, 
should l)e Investigated. 

The high priest of the Sons snd 
Daughters of Washington, Is Jay W. 
For!-e«t, once an Albany undertaker, 
who has been successively a Pop- 
ulUt, Prog p esslT^ friend and de- 
fender ot the impeached Gov. Salser, 
chief ot the Pathllnden, add a few 
years ago the organisation, with Sul- 
«er, of what were called tlie "Units," 
an aati-CatholIc organisation, which 
spread Into several States. Forrest, 
so far as can lie ascertained. Is what 
might be de.icrlbed as "the whole 
works" of the Sons and DauKliterH 
of Washington. The headquurters 
of the organization are 89 South 
Manning Boulevard, this city, which 
incidenUlly is the residence of For- 
rest. ProspootlvB members are noti- 
fied to apply by mall tb this address. 
A pamphlet circulated seeretly saye 
the membership tee Is $2, and in the 
following words betrays what pre- 
cautions are taken by the "Sons" to 
guard against the admittanee of 
"spies." " 

"Send your name and address, 
along with the name of the church 
.>ou attend, and the societies you 
belong to. After investigation, If 
accepted, membership card will be 
duly issued. It not, money will be 
refunded." 

A pecson once admitted to mem-

a(:m<ni a hen communloating 

witli "li. atliiiiiirters" to refer to hlni- 
yv\f by number, and l<i sipn iliis 
iMiiiili'M- to letters In place ot his sig- 
Forrest, us the "Supreme 
tirund .Master," assigns the numbers, 
and. as far aa can be ascertained, 
passes upon the credentials and 
qualiflcationa of nil would-be mem- 
bers. The "SlHU and Daughters" 
appear to have begun organizing last 
summer. although their first 
"lodges" ajiparently did not come 
Into existence until October. That 
the "Sons Hn<l Daughters" are al- 
ready playing politics appears from 
literature which has come into the 
poaseaelon of The World eornespond- 
ent. Tbia statement Is made: 

"Liberty Lodge. Troy. N. T., did 
<the trick. The Republican organisa- 
tion was fairly warned that the SO 
per cent. Protestant Republican vot- 
ers wanted to vote for a Protestant 
for Mayor. The organization Ig- 
nored the warning and nomineted a 
K. of C. (meaning Knight of Co- 
lumbus). The K. of C. was de- 
feated." 

"The lodges located In the City of 
Greater New York." reiada • reoent 
annonncenant from "Snprsme 
Grand Master Porraat, "hsve hseosw 
eo numerous that action has bssn 
taken along the llse of organisation 
of a lodge o< the Greater City, com- 
posed of delegates from the various 
local lodges, to meet once a month 
to keep their lodgea In touch wUh 
the rapid growth Of the organisa- 
tion." 

A recent copy ot the Bulletin, the 
olBcial organ of tlM "Bona," which 
la pnbiished oocaafamslly, bssrs on 
its cover a picture ot Pnatdent Wil- 
son, evidently in the act of signing 
a bin, with Presidential Secretary 
Tumulty standing at his elbow and 
looking on. The i>icture is labelled: 

"President Wilson and Patrick Jo- 
seph Tumulty." 

Tumulty's nam* is not "Patrick 
Joseph." kst "Josspk Pstrisk." Ob- 



viously the "Patrick" was plaosd 
first to emphasise Mr. Tumulty's 
Irish extraction. Another picture is 
that ot SecreUry of the Navy Dan- 
iels and former Secretry of War 
(Jariisiiii. taken some time ago on 
the steps of the .N'avy Huilding, In 
Washington. I). C. The two officials 
are surrounded by a group of Cath- 
olic priests. The caption on this Is: 
"On the Job. Playing the Game." 

The Bulletin in all Ha iaanos bit- 
terly attacks the Knights ot Colum- 
bus and consiatently assails the Pope 
and the Church ot Rome. In one Is- 
sue there Is a psrsgraph headed 
"Irishmen," which reads: 

"No. Every Irishman Is not a 
Roman Catholic The suiierstitlous, 
ignorant Irishman is always a Ro- 
man Catholic. The intelligent Irish- 
man is always a Protestant. The 
Protestant Irishmen helped to make 
the United SUtee what It is. The 
first Bosun Catholic church in the 
United States was not founded until 
after the War of the Revolution — 
to be e.xact, according to the New 
York World of Nov. 25. 1919, the 
first Roman Catholic church was 
started In 1785. The World states 
that the few Catholics then in New 
York City attended mass in a loft 
over a carpenter shop n"ar Darclay 
Street. The name ot the church Is 
St. Petera. They have Just cele- 
brated the founding of sams." 

Great pains are taken by the 
"Sons" In their literature to point 
cut that Christopher Columbus, a 
Catholic, did not discover America. 
Tt .seems, according to the version of 
the "Sons." that Columbus didn't 
I el further than Han Salvador and 
that "the Pope with his priestcraft 
came with the foreign eniipiants 
after the War of the Uevolutlon." 

Another sample of the <:haracter 
of appeal made by the "Sons" In 
their Bulletin to arouse race preju- 
dice and religions intolsrsnoo fol- 
lows: 

"Three hundred vears ago the Pil- 
grims planted the I'roteetant flag on 
Plymouth Uo< k. Today we are the 
greatest Protestanl nation on the 
face of God's earth. Secure from 
without? Yes! A Napoleon with 
the military chest of Kurojie ;it hi.s 
back could not take a drink out of 
the Ohio river. But Is there dan- 
ger? Yes, the Republic is In great- 
er danger than it has been at any 
time since the days ot Washington, 
our sire. The enemy Is within onr 
gates, made up of twenty dUferent 
nationalities, who elmaly use Amer- 
ica as farmyard lM>a8t8, changing one 
feeding trough for anotlicr. <'aring 
nothing for our Institutions or our 
flog. Organized Into various clans, 
they prostitute our iioliticlans with 
the threat that they will vote 
against them. Even going so far as 
to threaten the life ot a United 
states Senator (Senator John Sharp 
Williams, of Mlmiseippi). So strong 
end bold that the Governor of the 
Kniplre State of the Union during 
the visit of the Prince of Wales saw 
flt to sidestep paying his respects to 
the guest of the .N'atlc.n. While on 
i' .Sunday nigh'. Nov. Ifi, nt the 
mass meeting, held in the I>oxington 
Avenue Opera House, In the City of 
New York, men who vote in the 
United Sutes and hold ofllce under 
the State were carrying flass of the 
so-called Irish Republic, the bastard 
flag In the roll call of natlon»— born 
of Intrigue with the Hun — read Ad- 
miral Sim's story of the Irish In the 
war and demanding that this Coun- 
try tree Ireland. 

"On the one hand, the Iteds, who 
believe In neither (Jod, man nor the 
devil, tracing their descent through 
the materialistic interpretation of 
history to the monkey or the aii^, 
«ould overthrow elTUisatlon with 
the battle cry: 'You have nothing to 
loee and a world to gain!' 'While on 
the other hand you have the Pot>e of 
Rome, every priest, every Knight of 
Columbus, working night and day 
backing up Devil-era In his sedi- 
tious attemiH to bring a division be- 
tween the two great k^agllsh -speak- 
ing peoples of the world. The Pope 
knows that with this division the 
world would be plunged back into 
the dark ages, and with the I. W. 
W. and BolsheTikI, sounds the 
charge: 'You have nothing to lose 
and a world to gain!' 

"The time Is ripe, and rotten 
ripe. (d sound the Protestant 
charge: America for Americans — 
put none but Americans on guard. 
Deport Devil-era, every I. W. W., 
every Bolabevlkl and STery Iriirti 
Roman Catholic who thinks more ot 
Ireland than America.' " 

A recent announcement ^y "Su- 
preme Grand Master" Forrest tells 
of plans to natlonallso Its flght 
against "organized Romanism." To 
curry this out iiti appeal Is made to 
25O."o0() "lazy Protestants" to con- 
tribute to tbs Bs a ss. Forrsst in- 
structs: 

"Use the Inclosed slip. It contains 
the number opposite your name on 
the mailing list. Receipt under seal 
of the lodge will bo ssat to yon by 
leturn mail. Every dollar will do 
double duty now. Help ue grow. 
We need funds to help ub open up 
headquarters In New York City, 
from where the big flght will be dl- 
metsd daring ItSO."
